Such a 
case has just been discovered in 
Michigan. where the repub- 
licans attempted to choose one 
Jacob Den Herder as an elector. 
Jacob is a Hollander by birth. He 
came to this country when he was thir- 
teen years old. He came with his 
father, who failed to take out final pa- 
pers. Jaeob has always resided in the 
county, to which his father brought 
him over thirty years ago, He has been 
postmaster, supervisor, and in fact a 
leading local politician; but neverthe- 
less Jacob, relying upon ‘What he sup-, 
posed his father had done, did not be- 
come a citizen. He is still a subject 
of the king of Holland. The records 
have been searched by Senator Ferry’s 
own brother, and there is a great flut 
ter among Michigan politicians, which 
hus extended to Washington. If yacob 
is not an American citizen, Mr. Tilden 
is elected without the aid of the dis- 
puted states,

LOCAL HEALTH BOARDS. 

Much as has been said for and against 
the state board of health, it is evident 
that that organization is to be greatly 
| strengthened by ‘he creation of per- 
manent local health boards, having full 
power to act promptly and efficiently 
in all emergencies for the protection of 
public health in their neighborhoods. 
The citizens and physicians of Augusta 
have perfected a bill, to be presented 
to. the Jegislature, to create a health 
board for that city, and the “present- 
ments“ just made by the grand jury of 
Chatham county -a body including 
some of the most intelligent and ex- 
periencel citizens of Savan ah—con- 
tain the following important sugges- 
tions in regard to the public health of 
that section of the state: 

The committee appointed for the purpose of 
juquiring into the causes ef the late epidemic 
of yellow fever aud the present existence of 
small pox in our midst havi g received and 
considered communications from the state 
board of health, and from the citizens’ inves 
tigating committee, beg to report: 

Firss. We recommend that for the prevention 
of yellow fever and small pox the very impor- 
tant recommendations of the state board of 
health be r.ade a law. 

Second, We recomn end the estabfis™ ‘ment of 
a sanitary commission for the county of Chat- 
ham and city of Savannah, whose powers shall 
be fixed by the laws of the tate; the said com- 
mission to be clothed with full authority to 
carry into effect such mea-ures as they may 
deem adyisable for the protection of the public 
health, including the power, when epidemics 
are apprehended, to move and excommunica e 
persons and to disinfect and quarantine oc 
ities.

We might, with great propriety, 
follow up what we havealready said in 
regard to the necessity of a dog law in 
this state with facts and figu es sug- 
gestive as well as interesting, but all

It is pronounced a very difficult matter to 
distinguish some o/ these spurious pieces from 
the true coins of the government. The average 
‘“wradesman never looks at a silver coin further 
Man toree that itis bright. hard and of the 
meht size, while most of the heavier 
classes. whose finances. consist solely of 
em change are not sufficiently familar wi'h 
coins 10 detect even a very gross counterfeit. 
Consequently, since the general use of silver 
vhange has begun, counterfeiters have an easier 
task than they did with the intricate engraving 
and peculiar paper of greenbacks) Somehow 
one never suspects a silver coin, after hearing 
s0 much about good hard taoney and the re- 
turn to specie payments, which was to bring so 
many blessings. It is said that this matter 
would have long ego beeu thoroughlf over 
hanied by the press all ever the country 
but for the fear that such general pub 
ication of it might cause * 
panic and bring all hard money into disreput-. 
The matter has become so important, however, 
that is now loudly talked of by the public, and 
the rs are much freer in their comments. 
All rt to trace the source of all this floud 
of che money seems to have failed, but th 
government authorities have been made more 
determined than ever by recent increases in its 
Girculstiou. There is no telling how much 
counterfett silver there is now floating around 
Atlauta and ali merchants and whosoever is so 
tortuuate to handle c in should closely inspec: 
before accepting it. There is very little proba- 
bility that any silver counterfeiters are in our 
midst. and if wesufferit will be from the ef- 
fect of some distant villainy. 


4A SOUTHERN tNVENTION. 


A Waluable Sefety Seal for Rallread 
and Shipperw Uses. 


During the recent railroad conven 
tion the officiais who were present examined 
into the merits of a new safety seal for use upon 
rail cars, packing chests, ete It is the invention 
Of Col. A. B. Small, of the Texas express com- 
bany, aud isa valuable improvement upon all 
the lead seals heretofore in use. 

The old seals were used upon twisted wire 
carried directly through two parallel straight 
perforations between the sea! disks and fasten- 
ed by a die pressure. These seals were never 
secure and adapted to their intended purpose, 
sittse it was possibile to cut the strands of the 
wire at different places, untwist them ,remove 
the seal and replace them beyond detection 
In addition the seal itself could, by the app! ica 
10H Ui force, be pul ed off the wires and after- 
wards replaced and fastened by pounding on 
wood or some other substance softer than the 
ledd itself.

used with common single strand wire, botb
